REMARKS 

In view of the above amendment, applicant believes the pending application is in 
condition for allowance. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by USP 6224769 to 
Hasegawa. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Objection is made to claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, fourth paragraph, for failure 
to further limit the scope of device claim 8. Claim 7 is allowed. 

The Office Action and prior art relied upon have been carefully considered. In an effort to 
expedite the prosecution the rejected claims have been cancelled and allowed claim 7 is retained. 
Accordingly, the application should now be allowed.
